BOUT a dozen years ago a group of “‘walking horse” 

breeders got together and began to register what they 
called “Vennessee Walking Horses. “They went along at 
a good clip with their publicity, and all of a sudden people 
found that a new breed of horses had been created—just 
like that—with some sheets of paper, all engraved and 
everything, and signed at the bottom. 


Now we learn that the registry association has “closed 
its books.” From now on the Tennessee Walking Horse 
is a pure breed. Nothing is a pure Tennessee Walking 
Horse except the ones already registered, and the registered 
descendants thereof. 

This is one of the more precious examples of the strange 
whimsy which gets into the minds of men and makes them 
think they can tap their foreheads, rub their palms, dip a 
pen in an inkwell, and presto! Purity! 

If it is done in twelve years, almost anybody can see 
that it is presto! Applesauce! 

But if it is done in two hundred years almost nobody 
recognizes that it is applesauce instead of purity. 


Twelve or two hundred, it is still applesauce. 


If you follow closely the abracadabra of this cult of purity 
in the race horse, you will find that no country has a pure 
breed of Thoroughbreds. The definition of purity, as made 
in England, requires descent in all lines from horses already 
admitted to the General Stud Book. 

Yet the General Stud Book includes thousands of horses 
with the same bloodstrains which are the reason for the 
exclusion of thousands of other horses. 

The so-called impurities in Thoroughbred pedigrees are 
largely of American origin. ‘They are classified as impure 
largely because their tap-roots were in America (and doing 
very well) before the English stud book’s first volume was 
printed, 

This fact has made it difficult for North American 
breeders to persuade the stud book authorities of England, 
France, and Argentina that they should recognize the 
American stud book. Those countries appear to have the 
feeling that nothing is at stake except the material interest 
of North American breeders, and that nothing should be 
done to encourage them. 


The mere fact that a policy is foolish, or unreasonable, 
or skewed away from the line of truth, or that it is a 
nuisance to all concerned—none of these seem to have 
any effect. 

‘There seems to be nothing to be done until old Material 
Interest himself takes over the case and begins to harangue 
the jury. When he begins to tell French breeders that they 
are losing money by calling American strains impure, they 
may listen. When he persuades Argentina the same way, 
the breeders there may hear. 

‘The resonant voice and profound wisdom of old Material 
Interest are beginning to be heard. 

He is pointing out that the great prizes of English rac- 
ing are being ferried across the Channel into France with 
depressing regularity. The Derby, the One Thousand 
Guineas and Oaks, the Gold Cup, the King George VI 
Stakes, and. dozens of other noted races are being won by 
French horses. The list of leading sires is a roster of French 
and Italian stock. 


The three best English 3-year-olds, he says, are all of 


American ancestry, purified for British purposes before 1913. 
But in France 


the old boy is beginning to thunder now— 
the twelve best 3-year-olds of 1947, as indicated by the 
latest Free Handicap, include only four which are eligible 
to the General Stud Book of England. Of the other eight, 
three are by the great sire Tourbillon and the other five 
are by his sons Goya and Djebel. 

Is it wise, he asks, for France still to condemn these 
American strains as impure when, through Tourbillon and 
others, they have made the most successful invasion of Eng- 
land since William the Conqueror? 


It is only a few years, he will argue, that the English 
can afford the sportsmanship of keeping rich races open 
to the depredations of a superior breed of mongrels. For 
its own security England may have to seal off its races as it 
has already sealed off its stud book. 

And except for these mongrels of American descent, 
where would the leadership of France be today? And who 
is to guarantee that no new blood will ever be needed to 
maintain leadership? 


Leadership is for those who can meet competition. 
Purity is for those who find applesauce still salable.

Stymie Chooses ‘To Make a Run; 
Olah and Tavistock Collaborate 


New YorK 

There was ground for suspicion that 
Stymie would not run well in the Gallant 
Fox Handicap. On one occasion he had 
refused utterly to work for it, either way 
of the track, and he was persuaded to a 
fairly sour mile only because Hirsch 
Jacobs sent another horse with him. Be- 
fore the race he galloped down the track 
with a pony, and seemed fresh enough, 
but once on the way to the post he stop- 
ped and took considerable persuasion to 
go on, and he kicked when he was put in 
to the gate. 

Well, the first part of any race you can’t 
tell how Stymie is going to run, because 
he just gallops along anyhow. The Gall- 
ant Fox had gone a mile and an eighth 
before Conn McCreary made a move with 
him. The result was startling. He went 
past his field like the better trains pass 
Princeton Junction, N. J. It was not merely 
that he won—it was that you knew a half- 
mile away that he was going to win. When 
he lengthened stride at the half-mile pole, 
and lifted that blazed face as he did it, the 
race was over to all intents and purposes. 

1 still think Stymie is bored with rac- 
ing. He perked up quite a bit when cool 
weather hit, two days before the race. But 
a day before the race Jacobs, though giv- 
ing Stymie a good chance, was hardly en- 
couraging. “Some days he acts like he 
feels good, and some days he doesn’t. You 
know how he gets when he’s right. Once 
this week he felt good, and we could hardly 
get him out under the shed. But most of 
the time he’s just a shadow of the old 
Stymie. Still, he might run all right.” 

Stymie, it might be explained to anyone 
who came in late, is ordinarily a well be- 
haved animal. But when he comes to the 
peak of his condition he gets to feeling 
so damned good that he’s a double-hand- 
ful. He wants to romp, to lunge, to kick, 
and to play about generally, and it’s hard 
to do anything with him. That factor had 
been absent lately, though Stymie had his 
moments, 

My own ‘brightest impression of the 
horse had been in the Pimlico Cup Handi- 
cap of 1945, when he sailed around the 
upper turn in a way that made the field 
look like hacks. I can still remember 
how the wind lifted Bobby Permane’s 
cap and dropped it, with Stymie a dozen 
lengths away when it hit the ground. 

The rush in the Gallant Fox was in the 
same style. The question was settled as 
soon as it was brought up. McCreary 
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clucked, and Stymie let go. He'd have 
caught any horse that ever looked through 
a bridle. Not today, maybe, or next Satur- 
day. But on October 25, in the Year of 
Our Lord 1947, Stymie was going to beat 
anything in front of him. 


He came back a little bitter. He was 
still kicking in the winner’s circle, which 
I don’t remember him doing before. But 
if he never runs another willing race, he 
put in a good one last Saturday. 


LITTLE LOUIE. The  Interborough 
Handicap was not much of a race in itself, 
but it was a big point for a little man. The 
winner, which Mrs. Walter Jeffords had 
tossed out of her stable, was Tavistock, a 
War Admiral colt which had showed prom- 
ise and then hadn't run to it. He got 
in light, and as a result was ridden by 
one Louis Olah, a diminutive citizen of 
Hungarian ancestry and New Jersey birth. 

Louie rode his first winner at the Empire 
City meeting last fall. He is a droll-look- 
ing, freckle-faced kid of 19, straight as a 
string, and still convinced that the idea is 
to win races and the hell with money, 
which is a very becoming notion at that 
age. Jockeys are pretty critical of each 
other, to a degree which would not be 
permitted with Turf writers, and Olah is 
a jockey-room favorite. The older boys 
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like him, needle him a bit no doubt, and 
make something of a pet of him. 

Tavistock was his first stakes winner, 
He came into the winner’s circle as in any 
race, and looked dead-pan at the cameras, 
But when he got back to the jock’s room 
it was another story. Not a guy in the 
joint but knew it was a big step for a new 
kid. He was almost overwhelmed in the 
rush—slapped, kissed, congratulated, 
rough--housed. He turned red as a beet 
and enjoyed it tremendously. 


Also he must have gone out and eaten 
a square meal. He was supposed to do 
96 on Catana on Saturday, and couldn’t 
do better than 97. There must have been 
wassail on Staten Island, where he now 
lives. Strength to his arm. 


AMERICA DEL SOL. South America, 
which has given us the tango, the rumba. 
Blasco Ibanez, and other minor nuisances, 
has compensated by sending us some pretty 
good horses. Though *Talon and *Miss 
Grillo got no more than second and third 
money last Saturday, they both ran good 
races, and *Talon, which has been beaten 
a couple of noses for important money, 
stuck with Stymie for a game furlong. 

The startling thing about it is that South 
Americans insist these aren’t the best 
South American horses. This department, 
for example, ran up on one R. Garcia 
Arias, who used to be minister to the U. S. 
from Argentina, just before the Gallant 
Fox, and his story was that Pantalon and 
St. Patrick, who were responsible for 
*Talon and *Rico Monte, are not very 
highly regarded down below, and that the 
horses themselves were not considered top 
animals, 

The guess here is that this isn’t an 
entirely just estimate. *Talon and *Rico 
Monte may not have been top horses in 
South America, just as Stymie and As- 
sault and Armed weren’t top horses as 
2-year-olds. They’ve improved with age, 
and would have improved just as much if 
they’d stayed at home. 

But anyway you figure it, South Ameri- 
can horses have cut a bigger path in North 
American racing than those of any other 
section. This makes it particularly stupid 
to go on sniffing at South American stud 
books, at the same time we’re objecting 
to the way English authorities sniff at ours. 


FROM FRANCE TO MEXICO 


Making his first visit to the horse farms 
of central Kentucky last week-end was 
Baron Fred d’Osten, Russian-born horse- 
man who had the management of Marcel 
Boussac’s studs in France from 1939 te 
1945, the year when Caracalla, Ardan, 
Priam, and other noted horses were bred 
by Mr. Boussac. He expects to go shortly 
to Mexico City, where he will live.

Of 12 Leading French 3-Year-Olds 
Fight Are Classified as “Half-Bred” 


Weights for the Handicap Libre des 3 
Ans, to be run over 15g miles at Le Trem- 
blay, were recently announced in Paris. 
They give the official appraisal of the 
rank of the best 3-year-olds in France to 
date. The leading 12 are as follows:

A kilogram is 2.2 pounds. Thus the weights 
given here range from Arbar’s 136.4 unds 
down to 122.1. Imprudence is the only filly 
included. 


As compared with the French 3-year- 
olds of the last few years, this crop does 
not seem extraordinary. Except for the 
late-developing Arbar, the rankings have 
had to be revised during the season more 
than among the 3-year-olds in the United 
States. 

But, in addition to their exploits at 
home, they have raided very successfully 
in England. Arbar won the two-mile King 
George VI Stakes after just missing the 
St. Leger. Pearl Diver won the Derby. 
Imprudence took the One Thousand 
Guineas and Oaks. Djelal and Rampon- 
neau have been good stakes winners in 
England. 

Of the 12 horses given above, only four 
—Avenger, Pearl Diver, Imprudence, and 
Ramponneau—are eligible for the Gen- 
eral Stud Book of England. The other 
67 per cent are all sons or grandsons of 
Tourbillon, one of the great sires of the’ 
century. None of Tourbillon’s descend- 
ants can be accepted as Thoroughbred in 
England: his dam, the top-class racer 
Durban, has several American strains not 
acceptable in England. 

The tail-male descent of the eight rep- 
resentatives of the Tourbillon tribe:

Cadir, which is ranked twelfth on the 
list, is by Tourbillon out of Canzoni, by 
Banstar. Tourbillon and Banstar are 
half-brothers, out of Durban, which was 
by *Durbar 2nd out of Banshee, by Irish 
Lad out of Frizette, by Hamburg—so 
many American crosses that Durban 
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would have had no more chance of get- 
ting into the English stud book than a 
Camel would have of getting into a Chester- 
field advertisement. 

Since it has become plain that virtually 
the whole French stud book is going to 
lose Thoroughbred status according to 
the standards of the English Jockey Club, 
French breeders for some time have been 
thinking of renouncing English standards 
and recognizing the American stud book, 
which is the source of their contamination 
and their power. 

But up to now there has been only 
thinking about it. The French authori- 
ties actually take the same position as the 
British, that is, they hold that American 
blood is acceptable only insofar as the 
French Turf already has a vested interest 
in it. 


THE BAR FINICKY. The best 3-year- 
old miler in England this year seems to 
be J. A. Dewar’s Tudor Minstrel, by Owen 
Tudor (Hyperion—Mary Tudor 2nd, by 
Pharos) out of the top-class racer and 
producer Sansonnet, by Sansovino out of 
Lady Juror, by Son-in-Law out of Lady 
Josephine, by Sundridge. 

By the time the distance gets to 144 
miles the leader is the Aga Khan’s Migoli, 
winner of the Eclipse Stakes and more 
recently of the Champion Stakes. Migoli 
is by Bois Roussel, which is by Vatout out 
of Plucky Liege, dam of *Sir Gallahad 
3rd and *Bull Dog; his dam is Mah Iran, 
by *Bahram out of Mah Mahal (dam of 
*Mahmoud), by Gainsborough out of 
Mumtaz Mahal, by The Tetrarch out of 
Lady Josephine, by Sundridge. 

Thus both of these leaders trace to Lady 
Josephine, whose dam, Americus Girl, was 
by the California-bred Americus (Rey del 
Carreres). 

The best English-bred 3-year-old at the 
longer distances is the St. Leger winner 
Sayajirao, whose sire Nearco traces 
through two great Italian broodmares to 
the New Jersey-bred Sibola, winner of the 
One Thousand Guineas, and thence back 
to Maiden, winner of the Travers Stakes 
at Saratoga in 1865. 

Thus all three of the top 3-year-olds run 
back to American sources which, if the 
Jersey Act had been put into effect a 
few years earlier, would have made them 
ineligible for the General Stud Book. 


FOREIGN FRAGMENTS. After making 
several trips to the United States and 
selling a number of Argentine horses here, 


besides purchasing several here, including 
*Bahram, for Argentina, Charley Lund 
decided to stay home in 1947. Under the 
name of White Post Stable he bought half 
a dozen horses at the Palermo sales, put 
them in training, probably with the idea 
that he might send them to the United 
States later, if they turned out well. One 
or two of these, I believe, had already 
won, and [ note from the summaries that 
two others got their first victories on the 
last two days of August. The colt Regalon 
took the six-furlong Premio Calderon at 
San Isidro. He is by Meadow (by Fair- 
way) out of Recortada, by Alan Breck. 
Next day at Palermo the filly Snow Queen, 
by Cute Eyes, won the Premio Cute Eyes. 
5’ furlongs. Cute Eyes, an outstanding 
racer, is descended from a California-bred 
mare not eligible for the General Stud 
Book. 

Earlier in the season Mr. Lund’s Mur- 
ano, from the last crop of foals by the 
famed Congreve, had won his first start. 

The White Post Stable is also the owner — 
of the 6-year-old Smack, one of the best 
of the older horses in Argentina. Smack 
is a dark chestnut horse by Barranquero 
(by Verdun, by Rabelais. by St. Simon) 
out of Six Guineas, by Rico out of Six- 
crown, by Americo out of Sixpenny, by 
the noted North American sire Ben Brush. 
He is thus ineligible for the English stud 
book, and, if Argentina’s present rules 
had been applied sooner than they were, 
would not be counted a Thoroughbred in 
that country. 

The 3-year-old L’Imperial, which, with 
the aid of a weight concession, recently 
defeated Nirgal (by Goya) in La Coupe 
de Maisons Laffitte, about ten furlongs. 
is by the French National Stud stallion 
Cor de Chasse out of Macala, by Hazareh. 
Cor de Chasse is by *Aethelstan 2nd out 
of Corniche d’Or, by *Ksar. Since *Ae- 
thelstan 2nd’s second dam, the good stakes 


winner Disadvantage, was bred in America 


and has American strains in her pedi- 
gree, L’Imperial, like most of the other 
high-class French performers, is inelig- 
ible to the English stud book. 


SHERLOCK. “And will you pardon 
me,” writes James M. Holmes, of New 
York, “if I say that someone on THE 
Bioop-Horse could stand for a little 
knowledge. On page 127 (October 18) 
it says that Yorkville Belle was the dam 
of Dobbins. I got to thinking of that and 
recalled that Dobbins ran in the Futurity 
of 1893 at Sheepshead Bay, wondered if 
Yorkville Belle had been bred to two, as 
she was a 4-year-old at that time. The 
fact is Thora was the dam of both.” 

The Estes is guilty. He has been ad- 
monished again not to write such things 
without looking them up. Thora, by Long- 
fellow, was an outstanding race mare and 
produced Yorkville Belle and Dobbins, 
both of the highest class, and a lesser 
stakes winner called Sir Francis.

Ajax Arrives 
In California 


When Seabiscuit died at Charles S. 
Howard’s Ridgewood Ranch in northern 
California. Mr. Howard immediately set 
about finding a horse of as near equal 
rank as possible to succeed him as head 
of the considerable stud over which Sea- 
biscuit had presided. After a few pre- 
liminary efforts he succeeded in buying. 
from W. J. Smith and A. W. Thompson 
and Company, the Australian champion 
Ajax for a price reported at $125,000. 

The purchase was completed in August 
and arrangements were made to ship the 
big chestnut as soon as convenient. He 
arrived in San Francisco harbor on the 
evening of October 17 and was unloaded 
the next morning, being lowered to the 
dock inside the huge, 3,500-pound oak 
box in which he made the trip. He was 
vanned to Mr. Howard’s San Mateo polo 
field paddocks, where he will remain about 
three weeks before being sent to Ridge- 
wood Ranch, some two hundred miles to 
the north of San Francisco. 

Mr. Howard himself was ill and unable 
to be present, but the reception committee. 
including Mrs. Howard and about two 
dozen horsemen and newspaper men, in- 
spected the newcomer with warm votes of 
approval. The stallion stands about 16:2. 
weighs about 1,160 pounds, is powerfully 
made, with a handsome forehand, and with 
small white marks over his chestnut coat. 

One of the most consistent horses in 
the history of Australian racing, he made 
46 starts in five seasons, won 36 races. 
was seven times second, twice third, once 
unplaced. His earnings, £40,275, estab- 
lished a new Australian record for an 
entire horse. His longest run of consecu- 
tive wins was 18 races, the last six of his 
3-year-old season and the first twelve at 
four. One more win would have allowed 
him to equal the Australian record held by 
Gloaming and Desert Gold. 

While he preferred the middle distances, 
he ran five times in weight-for-age races 
at 115 miles and was victorious on three 
occasions, and twice second. 

One of his outstanding races was his 
victory in the six-furlong Newmarket 
Handicap in which, as a 3-year-old, he 
carried 126 pounds and defeated the older 
Ena (nine pounds under the weight-for- 
age scale) and El Golea (14 under), with 
the noted Aurie’s Star fourth. He won 
the seven-furlong V.A.T.C. Futurity Stakes 
three times, at three under 132 pounds, at 
four and five under 146 pounds, on the 
last occasion running the distance in rec- 
ord time, 1:24. 
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As a 2-year-old he won four of his six 
starts. was once second, and once un- 
placed. He was never again worse than 
third. At three his only defeats in 11 
starts were in the A. J. C. and Victoria 
Derbys, both at 142 miles; he was second 
in both. 

At five he got six victories in nine starts, 
was once second. twice third, and in his 
final season, at six, he won his first three, 
lost his next two starts. and ended his 
career. After his 3-year-old season he 
never carried less than 126 pounds. 

Sire of Ajax was the handsome Heroic, 
which led the Australian sire list six 
years in succession and was himself the 
son of an outstanding sire. The dam, 
Medmenham, was a stakes winner in Eng- 
land and in Australia. Her sire, the Eng- 
lish stakes winner Prince Galahad. is 
descended in tail-female from the Ameri- 
can-bred mare High Feather, which was 
admitted into the English stud book before 
the Jersey Act barred the acceptance of 
further American strains. 

The pedigree carries three strains of 
Cyllene in the fourth generation of an- 
cestors, plus two of Martagon at the same 
remove. (For pedigree, see THE BLoop- 
Horse of September 13, page 726.) 

Ajax entered the stud in 1941 at a fee 
of 250 guineas. higher than that of his 


sire. Among the several stakes winners 
in his first crop was the A. J. C. Derby 
and V. R. C. Derby winner Magnificent, 

On the same boat with Ajax came 
Cantata, a mare owned by Mr. Smith, and 
two of her offspring, a yearling filly by 
Ajax and a weanling filly by Manitoba. 
Cantata, which is in foal to *Beau Pere’s 
son Beau Son, was foaled in England jn 
1936, by Concerto out of Monastic Haste, 
by Abbots Trace out of Scutter, by Storno- 
way. 


Dan Rice Buys a Farm 


Dan Rice, Chicago broker who in the 
last few years has been rapidly increasing 
his racing interests, last week purchased 
from Edward S. Moore 184 acres of his 
Circle M Farm a few miles outside of 
Lexington. 

The tract was known as the W. N, 
tichardson farm at the time the late Col, 
FE. R. Bradley added it to his Idle Hour 
Stock Farm. It fronts on the Old Frank- 
fort Pike, between the old Idle Hour “home 
place” and John W. Galbreath’s Darby 
Dan Farm. There are six good paddocks, 
a residence (now occupied by Circle M’s 
manager Dan B. Midkiff), a tenant house, 
a 24-stall barn, and other improvements. 

In the negotiations leading up to the

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sale. Mr. Midkiff acted for Mr. Moore, 
and Mr. Rice was represented by Olin 
Gentry. former Idle Hour manager, now 
manager of Mr. Galbreath’s Darby Dan 
Farm near Columbus, Ohio. Possession 
will be given next summer. 

Mr. Rice owns 14 mares, which are to 
he boarded at Dan W. Scott’s farm near 
Lexington for the 1948 breeding season. 
He also owns the stallion Son of Chance, 
which stands at his lavishly equipped place 
near Wheaton, Ill., which he uses princip- 
ally as headquarters for horses in train- 
ing. Possibly a dozen other Indiana and 
[llinois farms are in his possession. 

Mr. Rice was the principal investor 
when the present ownership took over Arl- 
ington Park, and he is a director of the 
organization. In the last few years Mrs. 
Rice has been among the largest buyers 
in the yearling markets. and recently the 
stable was turned over to trainer Tom 
Smith. who established a reputation as a 
wizard in his profession while training for 
Charles S. Howard and Later for Mrs. 
Elizabeth Graham. 


Childs to Hanover 


Marvin Childs, for the last 12 years 
manager of Henry H. Knight’s Almahurst 
Farm. near Lexington, will become mana- 
ger of the Hanover Shoe Farm. Hanover. 
Pa.. after December 1, when his resigna- 
tion at Almahurst becomes effective. A 
new manager for Almahurst and for the 
acreage recently bought by Mr. Knight 
from Coldstream Stud has been engaged 
but not vet announced by Mr. Knight. 

In taking over the Hanover Shoe Farm 
operation. Mr. Childs returns to Standard- 
breds. where he had made a considerable 
repuation before his association with Thor- 
oughbreds. Prior to his Almahurst con- 
nection. he had trained and raced harness 
horses for 27 years. as the owner of a 
public stable. Mr. Knight was among his 
patrons. During his career as a trainer 
and driver he had in his stable six horses 
which led their division in money win- 
nings for a season. They included the 
Hambletonian winner Isola’s Worthy. and 
Ribbon Cane. Hal Bee. Hal Mahone. 
Kylo Watts. and Ben Earl. 

The Hanover Shoe Farm is one of the 
largest Standardbred breeding establish- 
ments in the U. S. The breeding stock 
includes about 150 broodmares and seven 
stallions.

At three he seemed to be running up an 
endless alley of frustration—he was sec- 
ond in four stakes. third in another, first 
in none. This year his path has not been 
any less steep, but it has taken fewer 
wrong turnings. His owner has sent him 
against the best horses in his class. and 
with gratifying results. Though he has 
finished second or third in five stakes, it 
has taken horses of the caliber of Armed 
and Spy Song to beat him. On five other 
occasions he has returned winner over 
Armed. Spy Song. Bridal Flower, and 
other first-rate competitors. 

His three victories over Armed give him 
a unique record. No other horse has 
beaten the Calumet gelding that many 
times, and none has been able to defeat 
him on consecutive week-ends, as With 
Pleasure did in the Domino and Equipoise 
Mile Handicaps. 

Where at the beginning of the season 
Armed was giving him as much as 18 
pounds, they were running at equal weights 
in the Svsonby Mile. in October. when for 
seven furlongs of the eight they matched 
speed and courage in one of the most 
thrilling races of the decade. Armed, a 
great horse. emerged the winner. but With 
Pleasure wore laurel. too. 

Last summer. when his battles with 
Armed marked him as a colt of unusual 
attainment. THE Btoop-Horse began to 
pester race track publicity men and race 
track photographers for a picture of him. 
The resulting photos always showed him 
to somewhat of a disadvantage. <A short 
while back. Bert Morgan accepted the 
assignment from the New York Racing 
Associations. had the ill luck of picking 
out a windy day. but yet made the best 
photograph we have seen of the colt. 

With Pleasure. a 4-year-old bay colt by 
He Did-—Seldina, by Insco. is owned by

Calumet Wins Its Third Selima, 
Stymie His Second Gallant Fox 


First stakes winner bred by Warren 
Wright after he had diverted Calumet 
Farm from Standardbreds to Thorough- 
breds was Nellie Flag, winner of the Sel- 
ima Stakes in 1934. His second Selima 
was won in 1943, when Miss Keeneland 
and Twilight Tear ran one-two. 

Third chapter in Calumet’s Selima story 
came on October 25. when the Whirlaway 
filly Whirl Some ran off from a very good 
field of 14 others and won by 2% lengths. 
She was in front almost from the gate. 

Because of the brilliance of Bewitch., 
the dominant 2-year-old filly of the year 
up to her recent injury, Whirl Some was 
brought along easily and the Selima was 
her first stakes win, but reports from the 
farm indicate that the daughter of Whirl- 
away was a very promising prospect as a 
yearling, and has been quite well liked 
by Trainers Ben and Jimmy Jones.

Between the Aqueduct Handicap on 
September 1 and the Gallant Fox Handi- 
cap of October 25, Stymie behaved like a 
horse which had made his fortune, and 
proposed to enjoy it. As if he had been 
working for Hirsch Jacobs and the Gov- 
ernment long enough. Two consecutive 
seconds were followed by a third and a 
fourth, and they were underlined by a 
stubborn disinclination to raise even a 
gallop during morning hours. 

A willing worker whose enjoyment of 
running made him a model of consist- 
ency and the darling of the mutuel players, 
temperament made him a_ not-very-likely 
second choice to *Talon and *Miss Grillo 
in the Gallant Fox. a race in which he had 
set a track record (2:4245) last year 
against *Rico Monte and Assault. In 
July. at level weights. he had literally run 
over *Talon in the Empire Gold Cup: in 
October. at level weights and at the same 
distance, he looked very little like even 
running around the track. 

His sudden aversion to haste was evident 
right up to the gate in the Gallant Fox. 
He entered it with evident reluctance. 
Because of his unhurried style of running 
early in any race, it was not immediately 
discernible whether he was out for a gallop 
or a scalp. He was last as the field passed 
the stands for the first time, and showed 
no great interest in making up ground. 
Besides this, a slow pace (:25, +50. 
1:1485) seemed likely to work against 
him even if he chose to run later in the

The Jockey Club: Its History, 


Its Powers, and Its Functions 


The following address was made by 
George D. Widener, a steward of The 
Jockey Club, to the Thoroughbred Club 
of America at Lexington on October 25. 
It is a short explanation of the history, 
powers, and duties of the organization, 
prepared by Mr. Widener so that breeders 
and other horsemen might be more fully 
informed of its activities, and acquainted 
with some of its problems. 


I have been asked by your president to 
say a few words about the relationship 
between The Jockey Club (of New York) 
and racing in general. 

I would like you first to understand 
clearly that The Jockey Club was not in 
its origin a self-appointed body setting 
itself up as an authority. It was founded 
in 1894 after horsemen, owners, trainers, 
and breeders had felt the insistent need 
to raise racing from its then chaotic state, 
and had held a meeting in New York City 
and called upon the leading racing men 
of the day to form an organization which 
would lift the sport to its proper position. 
Upon its formation The Jockey Club be- 
came a trustee for the benefit of racing 
and for the welfare of those who partici- 
pate in it—which, in practice, has come 
to include the Thoroughbred horse. The 
Jockey Club is purely a non-profit organi- 
zation, concerned only with the good of 
the sport. 

This trust has been recognized by the 
State of New York from the very begin- 
ning. In the law of 1895, official status is 
given to The Jockey Club by the following 
clause: “Every such license” (that is, 
license to operate a running race track) 
“shall contain a condition that all run- 
ning races or race meetings conducted 
thereunder shall be subject to the reason- 
able rules and regulations from time to 
time prescribed by The Jockey Club—.” 

Also, for over 50 years, trainers, jockeys 
and other participants in race meetings, 
have been required to obtain licenses from 
The Jockey Club. This authority in The 
Jockey Club was conferred generally by 
the law of 1895 and was made more spe- 
cific by the law of 1934, which expressly 
provided that The Jockey Club should 
issue such licenses “for the purpose of 
maintaining a proper control over race 
meetings.” 

It is from that angle that I want you to 
view all that [ may have to say this after- 
noon—that we have a trust to be carried 
out and that for over fifty years we have 
done so (and we shall continue to do so) 
regardless of the destructive criticism 
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which often comes from those who have 
no such trust or responsibility. 

The important functions of The Jockey 
Club are many fold. As a governing body, 
we have the duty of governing racing under 
our jurisdiction and of establishing rules 
and regulations to that end for control 
and uniformity. 

These rules and regulations may be di- 
vided into two categories—those which 
really are an embodiment of the laws of 
honesty and common sense as historically 
developed from experience in the long 
conduct of the sport, and again those more 
specific rules which are currently used in 
day-by-day racing and which. of course. 
are subject to much change from time to 
time, particularly in these days when condi- 
tions are continuously altering. 


THE STUD BOOK. Another function 
of The Jockey Club, as keeper of the 
American Stud Book, is the guardianship 
and protection of the American Thorough- 
bred That is a most important 
function and one quite separate from that 
of the government of racing. The safe 
guarding of the Stud Book closely con- 
cerns the breeders; and we hope they 
will continue their warm support of our 
objectives. 

In the early days—the country being 
as large and widespread as it is and the 
interests being somewhat diverse in differ- 
ent localities—the country was divided for 
racing purposes into four sections, one of 
which was the Atlantic seaboard. The 
jurisdiction of The Jockey Club was con- 
fined to the Atlantic seaboard. which in 
general included the area from the Appala- 
chian range to the ocean, and from the 
North to the South. 


horse. 


The rest of the country was governed 
by other authorities which. however. 
worked closely with The Jockey Club, and 
followed generally its rules. This went 
on for a number of years; but there were 
many tracks in those days within the 
limits of our jurisdiction which did not 
live up to our standards and thereupon 
came to be, as you know. the outlaw 
tracks. 

As I have said. The Jockey Club former- 
ly exercised its jurisdiction in many states 
along the Atlantic seaboard. outside the 
State of New York. Gradually. when laws 
were passed in various states which were 
of local force, the jurisdiction of The 
Jockey Club was withdrawn and it no 
longer exercised any governing powers in 
those states. And, of course. with the 
advent of mutuels and the licensing of 


betting through the mutuels in various 
states, more and more racing Commissions 
were created and the governing of racing 
in such states was placed under commis. 
sion controls. 

However, it is still true that. in many re. 
spects, the influence of The Jockey Club 
is country-wide. This is due to the fact 
that the states. as a general rule and by 
principles of comity, recognize the binding 
force of Jockey Club rulings upon such 
matters. for example. as the ruling off of 
offenders. 

Today, besides New York. Delaware of 
its own accord and desire is racing under 
the rules and regulations of The Jockey 
Club, as required by the Delaware laws, 
In New York the powers of our racing 
commission, established in 1895, have been 
expanded in various respects—particularly 
since the legalization of pari-mutuel bet- 
ting at authorized tracks. Our law pro- 
vides distinct functions for the commission 
and for The Jockey Club. It is a great 
pleasure for me to say that. ever since 
the Commission was established. we have 
worked with them in harmony and friend- 
ship; and this has continued to be particu- 
larly true under the recent regimes of Mr. 
Swope and Mr. Cole and their fellow com- 
missioners. 

And so I think it fair to say—and also 
an important thing—that New York is 
more fortunate than other states in having 
both a commission and The Jockey Club, 
each with powers which are adequate and 
well-defined. They may, and do, consult 
freely; and each may draw from the other. 
This is a factor in bringing about harmony. 
New York has a strong commission, closely 
associated with a body of racing men who 
have had long experience in the sport, 
and have a strong personal interest there- 
in, and are conscious of the trust. which 
| have mentioned, that has been placed in 
their hands. This is a rare combination. 
and one highly to be valued. 


CURRENT ACTIVITIES. After this 
short historical outline. which I have pre- 
sented, of the foundation and general aims 
and objectives of The Jockey Club, it may 
be interesting to tell you something more 
of our particular activities, without going 
into too great detail or too many statistics. 

The Jockey Club appoints racing off- 
cials to supervise racing at the tracks 
operating under its jurisdiction. I am not 
referring to the local stewards. one of 
which is a Jockey Club steward, one a 
commission steward, and the third a rep- 
resentative of the racing association. I 
am referring to the rank and file, which 
includes many individuals. 

We have developed a system of educa- 
tion for racing officials which has been 
helpful throughout the country. It is our 
practice to appoint young and competent 
men to minor positions, promoting them 
according to their ability and when the

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opportunity occurs. This has provided 
a supply of young, growing officials who 
have been made available, upon request, 
for responsible positions in racing in 
other parts of the country. Officials de- 
developed under Jockey Club tutelage are 
now serving in many racing centers 
throughout the United States. 

The Jockey Club also shares in policing 
the grounds of the local tracks and en- 
closures both day and _ night. 

The matter of licensing with which, of 
course, you are somewhat familiar, of 
owners, trainers, assistant trainers, jockeys, 
jockey agents, grooms, exercise boys and 
other stable personnel, is a very severe 
task and requires a great deal of care 


and time. Three of the stewards of the 
Club are appointed as a license committee, 
and the executive secretary has charge of 
preparing the work and always sits with 
them. Their meetings are numerous and 
their work is arduous. In total these 
licenses amount to some 3,800 a year. 
While many of the applicants are of 
high standing and easy to pass on, there 
are many other applications which require 
intense study into the records. Personal 
interviews with the applicants are often 
necessary. Rumors and gossip may have 
to be cleared, and personalities weighed. 
The office maintains a complete record, 
including licenses held, adverse rulings, 
fines, suspensions, complaints, and license 
information, including reports of special 


investigations which are made of each 
applicant not previously known. 

I do not wish to give the idea that the 
license committee has power to pass on 
the granting of licenses. It reports to the 
full body of the Stewards for final action, 


IDENTIFICATION BUREAU. The 
club developed, organized, and operated 
the identification and physical examination 
department for horses. This is a most 
important factor in supervising racing. 
It has greatly lessened the possibility of a 
ringer being run on any track using The 
Jockey Club identification system, and it 
has brought about the elimination from 
racing of many horses with minor, but 
dangerous, disabilities.

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ported the lip-tattooing system recently 
developed. 


The development of the system under 
which, in order to prevent mistakes in 
identification, horsemen are required to 
file at the identification bureau, at each 
track conducting a meeting in New York, 
the registration certificates of horses 
entered for racing at that meeting. has 
caused the issuance of many duplicate 
certificates of registration. Unfortunately 
horsemen, until now. have been exceed- 
ingly careless about getting back the 
original registration certificates so filed 
with the identification bureau, and other- 
wise safeguarding the original certificates. 
This system of requiring the filing at race 
tracks of registration certificates has also 
been adopted in many other parts of the 
country as well as in New York. The loss 
of the original certificates and the issue- 
ance of duplicate certificates has greatly 
burdened the Stud Book department and 
delayed, we regret to say, the issuance of 
new certificates, so that, frankly, we have 
been behind in this work. However, with 
additions to the staff and special efforts, 
this is being corrected. 

When some 6.500 original certificates are 
issued each year for new crops, and when 
over 750 certificates have to be returned 
each year to The Jockey Club for correc- 
tion (due to errors and improper “filling 
in” of the original applications to register), 
and when some 1,500 duplicate certicates 
are required to be issued yearly (princip- 
ally because of the loss of the original 
certificates). you can well imagine the 
difficulties that are presented and have 
to be overcome. Even our very best and 
most careful breeders often have such 
matters come up: and, with some 65 per 
cent of the 6.500 yearly applications for 
original certificates either incorrect or in- 
complete. a large exchange of correspond- 
ence is necessary. The breeders often 
believe at first that they are right, yet 
many times we have convinced them that 
they were wrong. And so, I beg you to be 
as careful as possible in all applications. 

Our representatives, at the request of 
state racing commissioners in various parts 
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of the nation, have often attended their 
conferences. This we like to have happen. 
because we feel not only that it gives to 
our representatives a wider viewpoint but 
also that. because of their experience, they 
aid in the solution of difficult problems: 
and so we hope that the commissioners 
will continue to welcome our co-operation. 

Also, I should like to tell you that we 
maintain a racing library, including ofh- 
cial stud books and racing records of 
many foreign countries and the records of 
this country from early times. These are 
always at the disposal of any horsemen 
or others who may wish to come in and 
examine them — which we are happy 
to have them do. 

The Racing Calendar. which is the 
monthly publication of The Jockey Club. 
is also a matter which takes considerable 
effort; and. while it is really statistical. we 
think that it is of service to the horse- 
men. I merely refer to it, for you can 
realize the considerable work 
required to edit it.

REGISTRATION OF COLORS. Among 
our duties we have the rather intricate 
and difficult problem of approving and 
registering colors for not only our jurisdic- 
tion but also, in recent years. for many of 
the racing centers throughout the United 
States. Owners racing in their home state 
and then shipping to another racing center 
have sometimes found that their colors 
were not acceptable because of conflict 
with those of a resident of that locality. 
Many horsemen throughout the United 
States have preferred to clear their colors 
with The Jockey Club before registering 
them in their home state. While this does 
not entirely prevent a duplication — of 
colors in some states, it does tend to lessen 
greatly such duplication because many of 
the states try to avoid the use by an owner 
of colors previously registered by The 
Jockey Club to a different owner. We have 
now registered in New York approximately 
2.500 different colors. Also. in view of 


the fact that a description does not give as 
clear a picture as a reproduction, we haye 
files in color for each registration (of 
colors) which can be referred to in an 
instant. 

In 1943 we took steps to form The 
Jockey Club Foundation with the purpose 
of helping persons in time of need. who 
had been connected with racing and. jn 
some instances, their dependents. The 
funds were contributed by The Jockey 
Club, the racing associations by 
private individuals. The fund is under 
the management of three members. as 
trustees, and the monies are distributed 
after careful analysis of the cases. 

While one can never have too much 
money for such purposes and a good deal 
has been distributed, it is rather surpris- 
ing to find that there are not so many in 
need as might be supposed. We virtually 
confine our activities to our erstwhile juris- 
diction east of the Alleghanies. Unfor- 
tunately, we have to bury a certain num- 
ber. 

I hope I have not burdened you too long 
with some of these details. It has been a 
great pleasure to have had the opportunity. 
not only to be with you. but also to out- 
line the work we have been doing over 
I am quite confident 
that we have fulfilled our trust and served 
\merican racing with proper regard there- 
to and to its benefit. 


these many years. 


We have many times 
been accused of being “the old men of 
Park Avenue.” That can be said with 
regard to some of us. but I believe that 
their judgment has been sound: and I 
want to say here, now and emphatically. 
that we have a strong body of young and 
coming men who are taking great interest 
in the affairs of The Jockey Club and have 
acquired experience which prepares them 
to carry on the traditions of the club at 
any time. 

We have never believed in heralding our 
actions but prefer that they speak louder 
than words. We hope that. as a result, 
the old adage may be adapted to read: 
“Men may come and men may go. but 
The Jockey Club will go on forever.”

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THE FARMING SIDE, by Alex Mackay-Smith 


Building the Foundation 
For Bull Run Stud 


Up to now, in this series, we have studied 
several farms which have carried horses 
for many years. We have described others 
which have been used as horse farms for a 
comparatively short time. In this issue, 
however, we turn to a farm that has never 
had a horse on it, but which is being pre- 
pared for what may eventually become 
one of the major studs in the East. 

This is Howell Jackson’s Bull Run farm 
in Fauquier County, Va. Mr. Jackson 
is known in farming circles for his out- 
standing experimental work on pastures. 
He has been a leader in practicing and 
preaching the doctrine of high-yielding 
pastures as the economic salvation of 
eastern farmers. Largely because of his 
leadership, plans are now well advanced 
for a State agronomy experiment station 
in northern Virginia, something which has 
long been badly needed. 

In racing circles, however, Mr. Jackson 
is known as the owner of that very smart 
filly Red Shoes (by *Easton—Mistress 
Grier, by John P. Grier), winner of the 
Pimlico Oaks and the Schuleryville and 
Test Stakes, and placed in other stakes in- 
cluding the Spinaway and the Coaching 
Club American Oaks. 

He comes by his interest in race horses 
honestly. The Jacksons of Tennessee have 
long been names to conjure with in Thor- 
oughbred circles. At their Belle Meade 
Stud near Nashville stood Vandal and 
*Bonnie Scotland, which established the 
Hanover and Ben Brush lines in this coun- 
try. They also had Enquirer, sire of the 
dam Domino. That is a family achieve- 
ment which takes a bit of living up to. 
Certainly this present-day representative 
is laying a foundation of fertile soil which 
will soon be capable of raising just as 
good horses as ever came from Belle 
Meade. 

The Jackson properties consist of about 
2.600 acres lying on the western slopes of 
Bull Run Mountain. Five hundred acres 
are in woodland, a thousand in game pre- 
serves. There is no better quail shooting 
in this part of the country. 

The remaining 1,100 acres are devoted 
to intensive farming. About 600 of these 
are in pasture, the balance in crop land. 
There are two general soil types, one a 
little on the sandy side, found on the 
Oakendale tract, the other a heavier clay 
which is found nearer the mountain on 
the Bull Run farm. Oakendale is the 
home farm where Mr. Jackson has built 
a most charming country house. Most of 
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the experimental work is being done here, 
the most successful practices being applied 
to the Bull Run tract. 


BRIARS, BUSHES, BROOM SEDGE. 
When the Oakendale farm was purchased 
nine years ago, the owner proudly in- 
formed Mr. Jackson that he had only 
spent $200 for lime and fertilizer in the 
last 18 years. Certainly it looked it— 
briars, bushes, and broom sedge seemed 
to be more important crops than corn and 
wheat. With the help of that great author- 
ity, Prof. D. B. Johnstone-Wallace, then of 
Cornell, a program was developed. It 
worked. 

In the nine years since then, the average 
yield of corn has risen from 20 to 90 
bushels an acre. On Mr. Jackson’s ad- 
joining farm the same program has upped 
the figures from 17 to 80 in five years. 
The first year. seven of the 22 steers on

head on 54 of its 450 acres. 


What is this program? The better sods, 
which meant merely the land that was not 
too badly washed, were top dressed with 
two tons to the acre of burnt lime and a 
ton of lime marl every three years there. 
after. Also at three-year intervals 800 
pounds of 20 per cent superphosphate has 
been applied. The bushes and briars have 
completely gone, the broom sedge is barely 
visible, and there is a thick turf of blue. 
grass with much native wild white clover, 

The land which it was found advisable 
to plow is farmed according to two five. 
year rotations. The first two years of both 
include U. S. No. 13 hybrid corn, planted 
36 inches apart, and Wong barley. five 
iuundred pounds of 0-14-7 fertilizer are 
used with the corn. No nitrogen is in- 
cluded in the fertilizer formula, as a heavy 
legume sod, high in nitrogen, is first plowed 
under. Five hundred pounds of 3-12-6 
fertilizer goes with the barley. In winter, 
when the ground is hard, a ton and a half 
of marl is spread on the stand of barley, 

In the spring one of two grass mixtures 
is sown in a grass seed drill, crossing the 
field in the opposite direction from the 
barley rows. The first mixture designed 
primarily for hay, consists of 13 pounds 
of Kansas alfalfa, ten pounds of brome 
grass and two pounds of ladino clover. 
The second, used for grass silage and

grass and three pounds of ladino. The 
orchard grass is known as S-143, a strain 
developed at the Svalof experiment station 
in Sweden. 


Besides the bluegrass pastures developed 
merely by top dressing, there are a num- 
ber of others seeded with a mixture of 
Olds creeping fescue, bluegrass, New 
York birdsfoot trefoil, and S-100, a wild 
white clover which has a larger leaf than 
other varieties. The fescue comes very 
early in the spring and is fairly drought- 
resistant. It must be pastured very close, 
however, or it will mat and leave brown 
spots. The trefoil is the best pasture 
grass yet found for dry weather in the 
east. It is a legume that stays green when 
everything else turns brown. 


FOUNDATION FOR A STUD. When 
new pastures are to be laid down they 
are seeded in August, following a crop of 
soybeans cut for hay. The same proce- 
dure is followed when a piece of land that 
needs building up is to be started on the 
five-year rotation outlined above. 

The jump in corn yields under this pro- 
gram has already been indicated. Barley 
runs between 40 and 45 bushels to the 
acre. The hay mixtures produce about 
five tons to the acre, and the orchard grass- 
ladino pasture and silage mixtures an even 
higher tonage. Even in October of a very 
dry autumn, the landscape is fresh and 
green, a striking contrast to many of the 
adjoining farms. 

Mr. Jackson is already laying the foun- 
dations of the Bull Run Stud on the farm 
which takes its name from the nearby 
mountain range.

stone house which will form the nucleus of 
the stud buildings. 

Red Shoes will be bred to Bull Lea next 
spring. Mr. Jackson has just purchased 
the 3-year-old Argentine filly Tocada, a 
stakes winner and the second best filly of 
her year. She also will eventually go to 
the stud. There are three weanlings now 
at Oakendale, including an outstanding 
bay filly by Flares out of the good winner 
Blue Deck, by Psychic Bid. 

The Bull Run Stud will never be a big 
one, probably never more than 20 mares 
at the outside. Mr. Jackson is interested 
primarily in quality, and will expand his 
operations only as fast as he can obtain 
really high-class mares. The rate of ex- 
pansion is also governed by the rate of 
improvement of the land. One thing Mr. 
Jackson understands better than most is 
that the quality of a race horse is no 
better than the quality of the land on 
which he is raised. By the time the horses 
are moved to the Bull Run pastures they 
will find land and sward second to none— 
anywhere.

Ends 14th Season

Like a sprouting adolescent. racing in 
the far northwest seems to be growing in 
all directions at once. 

Portland, Vancouver, Spokane. and 
Seattle are thriving as centers of Thor- 
oughbred racing. “Healthy” seems the 
most appropriate adjective to describe the 
racing scene at present. 

Longacres recently completed its four- 
teenth season and now seems definately 
of age. Attendance was up 11 per cent 
for the 49-day meeting. The mutuel handle 
was down 8 per cent, though this figure 
does not accurately represent the actual 
betting decline. Extra races were carded 
on Sundays and holidays in 1946, which 
mushroomed the handle. 

Guiding light of Washington racing is 
Joseph Gottstein, whose vision has shown 
remarkable and concrete results. Though 
Longacres is some thousands of miles and 
millions of dollars removed from the 
opulent racing fronts, still Gottstein has 
presented a “big” little track which has 
flourished like a junior edition of Santa 
Anita. 

Plowed from the sub-alluvial soil in the 
record time of 28 days back in 1933, Long- 
acres struggled through the depression 
against a public which could only be sold 
on “entertainment worth the price.” 
Though the early years were etched in 
red, each new season saw additional plant 
improvements, better attractions for horse- 
men, and a sounder application of manage- 
rial problems. 

Now racing is accepted by the man on 
the street. Resturants, hotels, busses, and 
cigar stores buzz with talk of overlays and 
parlays, morning lines and morning glories. 
sprinters and routers. Racing has been 
embraced as a part of Seattle’s sporting 


life. 


SEASON’S HIGHLIGHTS. Washing- 
ton’s own Hank H. turned in the top per- 
formance of the year when he packed the 
high weight of 125 pounds and won the 
$20,000 Longacres Mile, leading stakes of 
the northwest. The result was a triumph 
for local breeding interests and for the 
racing secretary, W. J. McKeon. Mc- 
Keon’s weight-making was a joy to form 
players, with six high-weight horses win- 
ning handicaps in photo finishes.

HOBBY HORSE. Neil Newman’s story 
of Gold Heels (THe Btoop-Horse of 
September 6, page 668) reminded L. F. 
(Dickie) Holton of his great admiration 
for the son of Longfellow: “Gold Heels 
is the first horse I can remember. He was 
being trained down at Tom Hinde and 
Dick Baker’s stud at Forks of Elkhorn 
(near Frankfort, Ky.), for the World’s 
Fair Handicap at St. Louis. I do not 
know whether he broke down at that time, 
or after he was shipped back from St. 
Louis. Anyway, he was brought back to 
the farm, and lived there for the rest of 
his life. I must have been four or five 
years old, and I did a lot of riding around 
our farm on a gold-knobbed cane that I 
called Gold Heels. 


“Dick Baker has been dead for some 
years. Tom Hinde still may be living at 
Chicago. They owned the Frankfort Dis- 
tilleries.” 


As Clem McCarthy recalled after read- 
ing the Newman article, Gold Heels ran 
in the World’s Fair Handicap at St. Louis 
on June 25, 1904, finished twelfth and 
last. Perhaps he broke down in that race. 


PACER. Dr. J. D. Reichard. of Staten 
Island, formerly head of the United States 
Public Health Service Hospital (Nar- 
cotics) at Lexington, has written to call 
attention to the fact that Inheritance, as 
shown in the picture on the cover of THE

can trip as a round-off to his career, and 
feels that a ride on Shannon would give 
him the opportunity he needs. He thinks 
that the horse is in a world class and 
capable of doing well in the States. 

Munro has won three Melbourne Cups 
—Peter Pan (1934), Sirius (1944), and 
Russia (1946). He has won eight Austra- 
lian Derbies, and most of the country’s 
other big classics. He has ridden only in 
Australia, but Turf experts who have seen 
the world’s best—Gordon Richards of 
England, and Eddie Arcaro of the United 
States—consider that he is their equal. 
Other Australians, Edgar Britt and Togo 
Johnstone, have done so well in England, 
India, and France, that Munro, who is 
their superior, could not fail to succeed 
if he went abroad. 

Shannon was insured at the fall of the 
hammer for his full price, and the pre- 
mium was $3,328. Among other rumors 
about Shannon’s future is one that he has 
been bought for American interests, but 
his new owner has indicated that this is 
incorrect. 


TANFORAN MANAGER 


Fred H. Ryan, secretary of the New 
Jersey State Racing Commission, has re- 
signed effective December 1 to become 
manager of the Tanforan race track at 
San Francisco, recently bought by William 
Helis and Eugene Mori. 


MILLION-DOLLAR LAWSUIT 


A suit for $100,000,000 against Harry 
M. Warner and Jack F. Mackenzie, of the 
Hollywood Turf Club (Hollywood Park), 
and 14 others has been filed by Telefilm, 
Inc., in Superior Court at Los Angeles, 
The Telefilm organization asserts that 
Warner and his associates conspired to 
divert its business to a company known as 
Thorobred Photo Service, Inc., which 
secretly engaged the services of Telefilm 
technicians. 

Telefilm asserts that it was invited by 
Hollywood Park to develop a system for 
photographing the entire running of a 
race, so that films could be projected 
shortly after a contest for the benefit of 
stewards and other track officials. The 
process was developed in 1944 and put into 
operation in 1945. An attorney for Warner 
and his associates declared that no con- 
spiracy was involved, and that his clients 
had bought the Telefilm company for $45,- 
000 before organizing the new service. 

Lawyers estimated that the trial would 
take from two to three months. 


The supreme court of Panama has de- 
clared unconstitutional a ruling by the 
Gambling Board that owners of horses 
must accept the decisions of racing authori- 
ties and renounce their right of appeal to 
the courts.

In the spring of 1899, Spendthrift’s 
daughter Katy of the West produced a 
chestnut colt to the cover of *Hermence 
that later became known to fame as Her- 
mis. He was bred by H. E. Engman and 
ran in his owner’s colors at two, but later 
was sold to H. M. Ziegler and turned over 
to Charlie (Trainer) Hughes to train. 

After beating Himself, owned by “Fa- 
ther Bill” Daly, Hermis was shipped to 
Washington Park for the American Derby 
of 1902. He suffered the fate of all of 
the eastern horses that had come to Illinois 
to win this stake, and finished in the 
ruck. the race going to John A. Drake’s 
Wyeth, trained by Enoch Wishard and 
ridden by Lucien Lyne. 

It will be recalled Domino received his 
first defeat in the American Derby of 1894, 
when Rey el Santa Anita, trained by the 
still active Henry McDaniel, was succes- 
ful. In Wyeth’s year, three other Eastern- 
owned 3-year-olds besides Hermis were in 
the beaten field. They were Heno, Pente- 
cost, and Arsenal. Prior to 1904, the 
nearest that eastern horses ever came to 
winning this stake, the most important 
3-vear-old race of its era, was to gain a 
second. J. R. Keene’s St. Leonards filled 
that position behind Boundless in 1893. 
Marcus Daly’s Senator Grady was second 
to Rey el Santa Anita. In 1902, R. T. 
Wilson’s The Parader, trained by Tom 
Healey. was third to Robert Waddell and 
Terminus. As a matter of record, the 
only eastern-owned horse to win this 
stakes prior to the proscription of racing 
in Illinois shortly after the turn of the 
century was Walter M. Scheftel’s High- 
ball, in 1904, with S. C. Hildreth’s Rapid 
Water third. 

After the Derby, Hermis was shipped 
back to New York, and after winning two 
purses at Brighton Beach and one at 
Saratoga, plus the Travers Stakes. he was 
purchased by Tom Healey on behalf of 
Richard T. Wilson, Jr.. for $10,000. But 
when advised of the transaction Wilson 
wanted no part of Hermis. declaring he 
was nothing but a cheap plater, where- 
upon Healey resold him to Jimmy Mc- 
Cormack, representing L. V. Bell, for a 
price of $15,000. 

To the ill-concealed glee of Healey and 
the intense chagrin of Wilson, Hermis was 
not beaten the balance of the year, win- 
ning five races for Mr. Bell. All five 
were stakes, the Saranac, the First Special, 
and the Oceanview, Jerome, and Mamaro- 
neck Handicaps. 


THE BOSS’S HORSE. At the close of 
the racing season Hermis was sold to E. 
R. Thomas for $60,000 and turned over 
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One man called him a cheap 
plater, refused to pay $10,000 for 
him. Subsequently he was sold for 
$60,000. His Suburban victory 
over Irish Lad was one of the great 
races of the American Turf. 


to Thomas’ partner. Alee Shields, to train. 
Immediately the racing public was_re- 
galed with tales of the prowess of Hermis 
and how he would sweep the decks the 
following year. Thomas also owned the 
Morning Telegraph, and any unfortunate 
employee of that paper who professed to 
think Hermis was inferior to any horse 
that was ever foaled immediately lost his 
job. 


As a result of the fulsome praise 
heaped upon Hermis, the racing world was 
divided into two camps—the admirers of 
the horse and those who loathed his con- 
nections. The Turf writers on the Morn- 
ing Telegraph, with the originality for 
which Turf writers as a whole are noted,

To the delight of Hermis’ detractors. he 
was beaten in his first five starts at four. 
He found himself during the Saratoga 
meeting, however, and with the exception 
of a stinging reverse in the Century Stakes. 
he ran exceptionally well, winning eight 


races, including the Merchants’ and 
Citizens’, the Ocean, two overnight handi- 


caps with 134 pounds, the Brighton Cup 
Preliminary. the Brighton Cup, and the 
Edgemere Handicap. He was unplaced 
in the Century Stakes won by Waterboy. 
was second to McChesney in the Twin City 
Handicap run two days later, and finished 
second to the speedy Mamie Worth in a 
purse at seven furlongs. As a matter of 
fact. Hermis won a race at Saratoga but 
was disqualified and placed last for the 
reason that the partnership between 
Thomas and Shields was registered im- 
properly.

Handicapper W. S. Vosburgh allotted 
Irish Lad and Hermis the’ same 
weights, 127 each. The Picket carried 
124, Africander 125, Major Daingerfield 
122. and Proper 110.) The public installed 
Irish Lad favorite and backed him down 
to 9 to 10. Hermis was second choice at 
4 to 1; Proper was held at 5 to 1; the 
others were at double figures.

Rome 

After a period of relative prosperity 
through the spring and the summer, our 
racing is now entering a new phase of 
crisis, as it did a year ago at the same 
time. Autumn racing is cheaper than 
spring. so that owning horses becomes 
comparatively more expensive. On_ the 
other side, our racing programmes are 
not good enough, in the average, to en- 
courage breeders to place new mares at 
stud in the hope of turning out new good 
horses. It happens that major breeding 


farms are not able to sell out that part 
of the stock which they are supposed to 
sell every year, if they are to continue 
operating without troubles. Many people 
want to import horses from abroad, but. 
besides the financial question, they do not 
succeed in getting rid of their surplus 
horses at home. The present state of the 
market. which is almost without transac- 
tions, should last until new big races come, 
which encourage owners to buy new horses 
and to better exploit those which they 
already have. This means that we shall 
be relieved again of this crisis next spring. 
For the present. the only conclusion is 
that betting does not produce enough 
money to allow better purses. As you 
know, all betting administration is in the 
hands of the U. N. L. R. E., a Government 
Agency which distributes purses to race 
tracks according to their capacity to earn 
new money. The U. N. I. R. E. is now

trying to collect funds for next spring’s 
classic races, whose purses should be in- 
creased at least double this year’s. The 
next happening of consequence will be 
the great Hurdle Race to be run in Rome, 
on the Capannelle track, January 5, and 
combined with the National Sweepstake 
that was once organized in Merano on the 
Great Steeple-Chase. Merano’s steeple 
courses are not yet in order, so that the 
actual running of the race (which is, how- 
ever, on hurdles, instead of full jumps, 
because we do not have at present enough 
steeple horses of good class) has been 
transferred to Rome, and the sweepstake 
has been resumed with the full support 
of the Government. Part of the money 
earned by the speepstake will be devoted 
to rebuilding steeple tracks at Merano, 
so that we shall again have out Great 
Steeple-Chase there in 1948, probably with 
foreign horses from Austria, Hungary, 
Germany, etc., as it used to be in the past. 
Part of the money will go to the reserve 
funds of the U. N. I. R. E., to be used for 
next year’s races. We expect to have also 
good French horses to Rome’s Hurdle 
race, on whose account many of our best 
colts in training are being prepared. It 
is difficult to foresee the result; the French 
have, of course, better specialists, in the 
average, than we have, but we know that 
a good-class horse is likely to make a 
good race also on hurdles, provided he

BEST SPRINTER EVER? In the field 
of flat racing, we had, last Sunday (Oc. 
tober 12), the proof of the value of Aristeo 
(*Ortello—Archidamia), who won the 
stake Premio Brennero at San Sire (Mi. 
lan), 14g miles, beating Tesio’s Duccio, 
Aristeo had been beaten by Duccio in the 
115-mile Premio del Jockey Club. but the 
*Ortello colt had excuses, since he had 
been a very speedy pacemaker, with Tene. 
rani only one length behind, and after all] 
we know that Aristeo is not a_ staying 
horse. Sunday, with no Tenerani at his 
heels, and at a favorite distance. Aristeo 
won by three lengths from Duccio, with 
other stake horses like Veneta, Marina 
and Ganzer farther away. 

I was talking to Federico Regoli last 
week at San Siro, and he told me he was 
convinced Aristeo could not beat first-class 
horses at a distance, but he believed there 
has never been a better horse in Italy up 
to seven furlongs. I am rather inclined to 
believe that Regoli is guessing right. Aris- 
teo has won at seven furlongs all in the 
hands of his jockey in the time of 1:24 
sharp, which time no horse under the same 
conditions was ever able to attain before. 

There is one thing to observe: Aristeo’s 
action is very wide and elastic, so that he 
runs badly on soft or wet grounds. But 
this does not mean that he does not like 
soft ground; it is purely a mechanical 
question. Against Tenerani, he had also 
the ground against him; last Sunday the 
course at San Siro was better. 

All considered, I should regard Aristeo 
as a high-class horse, very unfortunate 
throughout his career. It is doubtful 
whether he will be placed at stud in 
Italy, since he is by *Ortello, and we 
have quite a number of stallions of this 
blood. His dam, Archidamia, won at 
three, consecutively, the Regina Elena, the 
Parioli, the Derby, the Premio d'Italia, 
and the Gran Premio di Milano, was the 
only filly to win this last race in modern 
times, and is a top broodmare, since she 
has produced the Derby winner and top 
sire Arco and another stakes winner, 
Arciduca, who died in training. 


NAUCIDE AND GRIFONE. Other good 
horses won at San Siro during the week. 
Naucide, the half-brother to Nearco, won 
his second race on seven furlongs, gallop- 
ing at his ease before Carniola, Cuban, 
and Malvezza. He appeared more com- 
plete as a race horse than he had on his 
first public test. Carniola proved herself 
a very good filly, with possible staying 
abilities. 

Grifone, by *Vezzano—Ulrika Eleonora, 
dominated both ends of a stake race 
against Veneta Marina and Onzo. He is 
a horse who likes to run for himself, and
